It ii Quo ul 
the most cold blooded deeds on record, ana 
the'pooiple hare stand tairiy aKhast wiih hor- 
ror aa ihey thinlc of it. In ootnplianoe with 
your despatctioa asliing for full parUcnlBrB, 1 
Bond jou al! that ia poeaible to oolloot. The 
excitement is 80 gr«!kt that it is alm'o»l im 
possible to fjiithur facte, yet what follows may 
be relied ou : — 

TUE RODBKRT. 

Aa the great Express robbery, in which the 
BenejSSroibora and Anderson were partici- 
pants, has been the subject of judicial in- 
vesiigalion in yoar oouoiry, ih'i lucts thereof 
are probably nearly ai well known there qp 
hate. Yet a tew particulars may not bo out 
of place in this connectiou. The robbery 
took place near the towo of Seymour, in this 
State levoral montha ago, the exuot dale 1 
forget. While the train was Etunding at the 
Btaliou, a npmber of persons, who hail ar- 
ranged the plot beforehand, quietly uncoupled 
the expresi car kijd • locomotive from the 
balance of the train, Beveral of them got 
into the express car, while others mounted 
into tba cab of tho loeomotive, turned a 
heavy head of steam on, and shot rapidly 
away from the station. The whole thina 
was done bo completely and expeditiously 
that the looomoiivo and car were almost oui 
of eight before the railway people ware aware 
of the trick that had been played on them 
Tho ularm was at once given, but it Was then 
too iaio to stop them— they had vanished 
with the looomotlTe and express car, leaving 
the pasiODger cars and officers of the train at 
the station. The only porsoo, except the 
robbers on the baggage oar, was an exprese 
m»88eni'er, who Was io the cat when the 
robbers^iook possession of il. Ha issappos 
ed 10 have defended himself and the 
properly in his charge as well as hu was able. 
But he was no match fur the gnx\<r. They 
-orerp6werod htm and throw him from the 
oar while they were Dying over the toad at 
tb • rate of 30 miles an hour. On the lollow- 
inT day the poor fellow was found on the 
gilo of the track, all bat dead from the io- 
iorias be had received, and tho effacia of exs 
Dosure. lie was carried lo a larm house near 
*v arid everything poaaiblo was done for 
I- hiin bbt without avail. Ho expired a lew 
hODra-B'ftefwaras, never having epolcen from 
the time he was picked up on the road side. 
After throwing the expreea man from the car, 
iha robbers ran on a lew miles farther, when 
^ thev stopped. They thou rilled the express 
par of its contents, whioh were very valiiabl . 
Thoy broice open tho safe took the 

mnooy therefrom, which ihcy divuiod bo- 
iwaen'th^tff. tieJ it up pacUai^o,, and the.i 
BUuck for the woods, leaving the iooomuuve 
and <"»r standing oD tda iraok. The rob- 
h«,v created on intense excitement all over 
th« State, and bands of men weie at ooce 
formed to scour the country in search ol 

S^mo were arrested and lynched by the 
mnhs alter ibey had made a coolession ol 
reir''aiU, a'xi K'^'"? """l* information as 
imphoaled oiher pail.es. among 
Simeon Frank, William Reno and Charles 
Anderson William Reno was arre.sted some 
time alterward. and oo.rmitled to N.;w AI- 
hanv eaol lor trial, but for a considerable 
, lirno tio irace could bo lound of the otLtirn. 
Finally thev were arrested in Windsor, Can- 
ada to which place the detective had traced 
thern A n application for their exirudiiiou 
was made, and the result was a lengthy ox- 
amiualion, the facts o( which are, no doubt, 
well known to your readers. Thu case was 
carried to the highest courts, where tho de- 
cision of the magistrate* was oonbrmod and 
tho man wore ordered to be extradited. A 
few weeks bro the order was carried out. 
The nrisonors wero formally handed over to 
the Uuiled Stales authorities, taken across 
the river to Detroit, and then brought on to 
this Slate and placed in Now Albany gaol 
to await trial before the next oourt ol com- 
potent jurisdiction. There they remaiuod 
until Ibis morning, when they were brutally 
lynched by the • Kegulators' as already ro 
potted. 1 may remark that thoy were im- 
plicated also in an express robbery at Marsh- 
field, in' this Slate, in May lust, the pattiou- 
lars of which coso were also brouyht out dur- 
' ing the investigation in Caoad*. 

THE LTNCUlKO. 

The particulars of tho lynching of these 
desperate men «ie I0II9W : New Albany 
is Biiuuiod li Bhdrt distance from Seymour. 
Last night a gang ol ftom sixty to seventy 
Seymour Regulators left that town by special 
train lor Wew Albany via the JefforaoDvillo 
BniltORd, 'f bo; wece maeked and otherffiae 



disgnised, and were heavily armed. They 
reached New Albany between three and 
four o'clock this morning. The inhabitanis 
were, of course in their beds, iiod heard no« 
ibiiit!; ol the (lutrnge until' hitur in the day. 
Tho Rt'gtiliitors procrcilvd lU 01100 to the 
,naol, which WU8 guiiriled oaly by tlie tihonll 
and two or thrte keepers. No sueli attack 
had been looked lorj, pt tbo^attlhorities wonid 
have taken proper precaalion's to j^uard 
against it, and to have saved the livee of tho 
prisoners, who, evett 'though sooantlrols of 
Iha deepest dyo, were at least deserving of a 
lair trial. 

On reaching tho prison, tho Regulators took 
the procautioii to (zuanl iigiiiudt Eurpriso by 
Iilacing some of tlieir niiiiibcr iirou ml all tho 
U|)|)ro"chos to tliu prison. Kvcry elri^ot luul 
(illcy was giiarikni, luid tlio puaras wrro evi. 
deiitly deteniiiiu'il to resist any iutuilVreiico 
Willi their plan. Tliey encuunt red only 0110 
guard outside, and ho endeavored to do all in 
his powbr to'stop the Regulatoos. Ho raised 
an alai;m, and attempted to call for assistance 
and arouse tho people near by, but was quickly- 
seized, his arms taken from 'him and he was 
placed in tho keopiiiL,' of a couple ol tho Begs 
ulatiiTS until ilio uutrago was coasummato J. 
Tho IcadiTs ol tlie tjang then wont to llio main 
ontraiice ami ilciaaiulej admittance, which 
was granlod and ihuy wuro allowod lo eiiti-r 
the ollico. Twelve 01 filtocii ol' tlieiii paineii 
ailiriillancc in this w;iy, and wur.' prooi-odin^' 
to hum (or tho ki'.v.s wliiui ahtrilf Knllalove, 
who was awakoiK'd liy the dl.ilnrbiuu-o, ap- 
peared. Ho caiuo to tlio iloor nfilio ollico and 
I'.slu'd what was w.inu'd. W'illioat stating 
their purjiose some of the Rt'(;ulatur3 said all 
thoy wanted was the keys of the cells. Tlio 
ShorilT rerused to give them up or tell where 
they were, and attempted to escape by dodg- 
ing down a cellar-way from which there was a 
mode of exit to the outsidu of t!io prison. Ho 
succeeded in escaping by this way (rtira the 
men in the ollice, hiu on coming out was 
stopped by those who were on gu.ird around 
the building, by one of wlioni he was Shot — 
accidentally it is said— throuj;!! tho arm. Ho 
was ta.ken into custody by tho llegultttors and 
held until tho crime was done. 

On vbo SherilV.-; escape Uio Ri-Vulators had 
complete possessiOEi of the building, as tho 
keepers were not oiroiig eiiou^li to copo with 
such a gang. I'hey placeii guarda nt the 
dodrs.'ond the ringleaders then procoodod to 
the Shorifl"3 bedroom, where thoy found tho 
keys, after short search. Without further de- 
lay thoy went about the horril^lo task that had 
brought them there. They ptopeedcd to the 
colls, forcing one of the keepers to accompany 
thein, and point out 1110 llcno lirolhers and 
.A.nilerson. Tliey HnlockeJ tho colli conlaiii- 
iiig theio unfurluna'.e men and took lliein out. 
Tuo names of lliO victims are I'rnnk Ileuo, 
Simeon Uono, William Reno, and Charles An- 
derson. I'ho nionient tho Regulators iippoMod 
the robbers knew the object ol tlitir visit, and 
tho scene lliut followed was [ierf;:c'.!y awful. 
Seeing death st'.iing them iu tho face, tho 
wretches begged, i.uplored, and prayed for 
meroy. ' Oa their knees tiifly cried in the most 
piteous terms to be sptiicd,. jjromising any 
thing and everything if tho gang will only bo 
meroifali' 'But their prayersjell'oni'.ears that 
knew nothing of mercy. The unhappy 
wretches were told I'liit they must die, aud at 
once. To laiploro was nioless ; tliey liail 
come U. 1 to hang thorn, and hang them they 
must, i.iiding that mercy would not bo 
shon-n them, the robbers became desperate 
and mr.Je an awtul slrngglo for life. They 
fought strongly and wi'lely, but their eiforts 
were all of no RV:iil, Tho tnob overpowered 
and drew 1 hem Irom tl'.e prison. I'ninli Kono 
is said lo have loni.;ht like a llger. lie frolliod 
al thu moulh in his fury, and v.-ilh tho Htrenglli 
ot a lion hurled throe of tho Uigniaiors lo the 
earth, when he w^8 finally knocked seiiseloss. 
bis head was fearfully bottcred, and tho blood 
and brains itreain'sW.d'own his face. Yot, in 
this condition, he' and, tii^ dompanions were 
hanged tjy the mob. On tlio outside of tho 
goal there is a walk or ))latforni, supported by 
posts at a, conaidi rablo di-tanoe above tho 
ground. To this tb'.- prisoners wero taken. 
They were placed on chair:; a rop6 w.-is ad- 
justed around the neck of each, llirown over 
the railing above and made last. The chairs 
wero then pushed away, and tho men lelthangi 
ing. Frank and Siraeou Reno were left liang- 
ina hack to back. The other brother, William, 
was hanged at a. comer by himself, while An- 
derSofa was hanged at Iho hack ot tho goal in 
the same manner. Tho IteguUlors wero not 
satisfied with hanging them, but looked 00 
until fully certain that they were dead. They 
then iinietly locked up Iho iirison and all its 
occupants, in order lo prevent a siiuody alarm.

An 
application to ha'O tbo rosolulions 
toado public was .mustralod by the re- 
fusal of the PffSidoDt of the Council 
to band thorn to the Press. Whoihor 
tho Council v'oro justiflod in slamming 
the door in the lace of the public who 
aro 30 deeply interested iii any mea-" 
sure of the kind that may bo ulti- 
mately agreed upon ; wo leave tho conx 
Btituoncios to decide ; but wo cannot 
refrain from aayint? that if tho durk- 
lantern resolutions of tho Council should 
commit tho country to a prcjudica! 
policy in this Eociprociiy buHinoss, 
they will bo repudiated by tho people 
in whoso interests they aio presumed 
to bavo been passed, Many thousands 
of dollars invested in coal mines, in 
lumber mills and in farmiug-land are 
dependent apon the adoption of a proper 
Bobeme of Beclprooity by the Council; 
and the owners of tbia capital are left 
in a stato of darkness and nnoertainty 
through tho refusal of the Council to 
Open their doors and allow daylight to 
Bhine in upon their doings. The whole 
proceeding was illadvised, irregular 
and unprooodented for the past twenty 
yeara in tho British Parliament 
while meas ures effecting tbo tarifT or 
revenue have been under discussion. 
The terms of tho great comnn'rcial 
treaty Jwith Franco were discussed with 
open doors — and tbo passage of that 
treaty completely changed tho com- 
mercial and financial policies of tho 
two countries. Tho* debulo upon the 
Commercial Treaty with Sardinia was 
conducted under similar circuinatances. 
If the shade of poor Cobden, the great 
Apostle of Free TradOi waB present and 
beheld tho scene in oar Council 
chamber on Wednesday and Thursday — 
the doors doubieolocked and grimly guard 
ed by the mythical Sergeant-at-Arms, 
the members speaking with bated breath 
and regarding each other with furtive 
glances, like conspirators plotting to 
steal away the liberties of a people 
instead of men engaged in a patrion 
tic endeavor to extend our com- 
merce and increase oor wealth — hosv tt 
moat have been amused I For the fur" 
tberance of their own peculiar views, 
honorable members may continae to 
close the doors and leave their constitu- 
ents to grope in the (lark as to the true 
merits of this and other great principles ; 
bat they will never reconcile the public to 
the belief that their object in excluding 
'strangers ' is an honest one ; and the 
moment they excito suspicion, coiifidenoc 
in their integrity is jeopardized if not 
wholly destroyed From tho little that 
has leaked out of tbeso extraordinary pro- 
ceediugs we aro aware that an altern [)i is 
about to bo made by this Colony to iiegon 
tiate on its own account with the American 
Qovernmant for Iha aJoplion o atrouty, 
and that they repudiate in toto tho proposed 
Oaaadiaa Treaty as 'unsuited to tbo wants 
of the Colony.' Priooe Bdtrard Island tried 
its band at treaty making in the same direc" 
tion last sammer, and was laughed at hearti- 
ly for Its paios. Tbo Uoited Slates Govero- 
ment would aoarcoly entertain a proposlltoo 
of the kind from a Colony aitnnted as we are; 
and if it did, Canada, anare that if wa 
gainod Reciprocity wo would tbon fi^lit 
against union with hor, oouM suoceRnfully 
oppoao in ralification by tho IIo;no (Jovorn- 
menti Wo Hliould be but too [^lad were sn 
independent Iteciprccily Treaty practicable; 
but wo nnlartaiu no hope of obtaining any 
aava through CoDfederation with Canada or 
by joining with her and acaeptinp; tbo same 
teimt (bat abe accepts.

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The Amatsdb8.^j9;^v^''A1xobanic'8 In< 
sTiTiTTE.— Tbe Amateor Tbeati'loal perform- 
ODOo on Thursday evening io aid of the funds 
of tbe Mechanic's Literary loatitute, waa in 
all retpecla a aucceas, Tho theatre was 
crowded and tbe onlerlainraent generally 
waa much applauded. ' The Goose with tbo 
Goldoii li^ggs ' ia one of those light, mirth- 
provoking oomedietlaa, written especially for 
such aotora as Obarlea Matbows and JVIr 
Uiickelono ; and wbeb amateors attempt lo 
delioeate the very odd obataoters represeDled 
io farces or comedies in wblch those shining 
lights of Ihe theatrical world especially de- 
light, it requires histrionic ability of tbe 
highest order to render them allraotivo. 
Tbe amateur ofBoers of H M aquadron were 
equal lo Ibe task they bad undertaken ; and 
' Tbe Goose with the Golden Egj^s ' as rep- 
resented by them would satisfy the most 
hypercritical ir. looking lor a comparatively 
equal combinatian of able literary and bis- 
trircio ciTort, Tiioro were a liw inierruptioos, 
however, to the smooth aad easy rendition 
necodsary to give ' The Goose with the Gold- 
en Eggs' all the justice which tho author 
might require; but they were faults always 
inseparablo from amateur porforniances, Mr 
Brodie's delineation of' Turby,' a country 
lawyer, waa so perfect that we could find 
ooCLvpioD to oiler uny exceptionable remarks 
only lor tbe reason last mentioned. With a 
ulear conoeptiou of ihe part, he united a 
wulMinishud and vigorons development. 
Lieut Stopford as' Flickster,' another ooun-- 
try lawyer, was nnexceptionably good. The 
keen, shrewd exprensioo of countenance char- 
ucterislio of the role as written ; the orookud 
Kait, sif^niticnot ot crooked ways an well na of 
bodily iuQrmiiy, were preserved throughout 
Ihe wholo piece wiih unrelusod uniforiniiy.

Had Mr Stopford [as Fiick8ior| not said a 
single word in reply to ' Turby's' vvily in- 
quiries, tbe audience could bavo oasily iu- 
terpreted and understood the thoughts ol 
Flickster from the keen and knowing e.\- 
prtsiion of eye which JWr Stopford yave to 
tho queries of Turby. It is this peculiar 
power of rendering chiiraclor [as intended by 
tbe I'utbor and absoiuleiy requisite to bring 
nature on tbe stage] in conveying ideas by 
aoiiun and expression as welt as by words, 
in which the ondieoce have a two-fold source 
of appreciation, that amateur performers 
seldom succeed iu properly developing. 
It is not often tbat gentleman in performing 
male roles succeed iu uniting tbe solicr voice 
and more delicate action ut the box so 
tborongbly ns did Mr Diokeos in his deli- 
neation of Mrs Turby. Tba attarepi gener- 
ally 10 modify tbe tone and volume of tbe 
voice is a failure onfy resulting in greater 
harsbuets, on account of its unnatnralness. 
but Mr Dickens completely succeeded. 
Nothing could have been more natural, both 
speech and manner than Mr Dickens' 
acting when, as Mra'l'arby, he entered and 
ezolalmed, * A present from London, my 
dear!' Mra Turby's impatience, good hu- 
mor ond conceit were well dolineaiod. Mr 
Aibingtou as Clara, looued and spoke like a 
well-bred country girl of 21, who knew 
tiatflbe bad arrived at maturity and was by 
legal right entitled to be mistress of her 
own aoiiouB. ' Tbe Uowarraotablo Intru- 
sion ' elicited a great deal of mirtb, and 
Messrs Berkeley and Hughes were called 
before the curtoio. ' Mrs Green's Snug Lit- 
tla Business ' brought Messrs Diclieoa and 
Brodie into cbaraclerH entirely dillorent from 
those they repreaouied in ihu ' tjo jse with 
the Golden Eggs,' and gave tba audience an 
opportunity ol appreciating their voraatility. 
.Mr Dickena as Kappa, tbe pnliceman, sue- 
cocded iu a quiet, quaint style in repeatedly 
moving tho laughter of tho audience, and 
.Mr Brodie as Katllolon, gave uuipla evidence 
of his ability to asbuma u round ol oburac- 
tora.

Editor Statesman: — Tho now city Nia- 
garo, from which 1 write, is situated on a 
stream called Perry Creek, which empties 
into Mary's Kiver, (a tributary of tho Koot- 
eoayj about 14 miles from its month. Tho 
creek was discovered by three men, Kennedy, 
Sullivan and Perrie, this fall. The oreok, ao 
far OS worked, has paid well, and the pros- 
pects obtained lead men to anticipate good 
pay, far above wages. Tbo city Niagara ia 
building up fast, and there are now some 
buildings in it Qnished. 'I'be Hudson Bay 
store, (Mr Fhih'ipa, agent, ^ Openheinier 
(Colville,) MoGrath, Fitzatnbbs, Wm Bucks 
ley, D Lyons, and jour tofinsnjaD,Mr Fosselt, 
have splendid buildings, besides a great 
many more in Ibc pr iceas of erection. There 
is a foir supply ol pioviaiona, yet no overplus 
at fair prices; yet il Ihoro is a rush in the 
spring, which ie al^iost certaiq, tho camp

I would adviae those coming io the 
spring, lo bavo something in thoir pocket, or 
the grub; as tho standard motto ol this camp 
No Credit,' aod I am satisfied it is tbe 
only true basis of prosperiiy, bulb for the 
merchant and tbe miner. 

The old camp, Wild Horse Cteok, has its 
good claims yet. R Dorr, on his last 
washing, took out about 81400 one week's 
work. The Nip and Tuck company clo;ed, 
making from S30 to S50 per day to the hand 
oleaning bed rock. Prioe <.t Co. closed, 
making from 5 to 8 ounces per day, bLsides 
several oihcrs. Tho Bed Kook Fluma Com- 
pany, in the Canyoo, had to abandon work 
on account of bands, but they will be at 
work early io the spring. This camp is good 
yet, atid will aatociali tbe boys some of those 
days. 

A few days ago a Hanoverian, commonly 
called Dutch Fred, who had been unwell 
tbia cummer, put an end to hie lifo by shoot- 
ing himself with a pistol, through the heart.

When be left, they were on- 
gaged in building housea and otbervise pre' 
paring for winter. A number ol miners 
were engaged io drifting, siukiog shafts, and 
oiberwiso prospecting their claims. Tue 
camp numbers lour stores, but the st ick of 
gooda is light. Flour was eelling .it 25 
cents per pound, bacon, 75 cents; nbber 
boots, S16 par pair ; whiskey, $12 per \ga'a 
Ion for 'Reese's best,' the only article the 
miners drink. About 150 white men remain 
in tbo old Kootenai camp. These mines 
have mainly been given up to Ihe Chinamen, 
who number obout 250 strong. Tho Gal- 
braib Bros, havo got a 42 loot lorry boat on 
Tobacco Plaina, for tlie accommodation of 
tho Montana travel on tho way to Perry 
Creek. [Our Montana exchanges will please 
to note this. I Our informanl was ten days 
in making Iho trip down ; bo reports travel- 
ing bad; snow from lO to 18 inches do; p. 
>fotwithataodiog the lateness of tho season, 
pattioa ooiitinuud to cuino iuto Ibo mines; 
tho latest arrival was a company ol minors 
from Missoula City. Fur tbo aouommoduH 
tlon of those who have friends at Perry 
Greek, or Kootenai, we state that oo exprcaa 
will bo dispatched for these places un or 
about tbo Stb inst. In conclusiun, our in- 
formanl Bays that everything about the new 
mines looks promising, and that tho f;round 
already prospected and known to be rich will 
giva employmont to a largo number ol men.
